The trial of Willlam Nolan, formerly a 
member of the State Legislature, charged 
with complicity in the murder of old Jacob 
Weinand, attracted much attention in Judge 
Talty’s court Thursday morning. 

The evidence was almost a rehearsal of 
that previously given when James Murphy 
was tried as an alleged accomplice in the 
same crime. Murphy was acquitted. 

The murder of Jacob Weinand was one 
of the most brutal in the criminal annals 
of the city. Weinand was 69 vears old. a 
carpenter, He was believed to possess 
considerable money 

About 5 o'clock on the evening of De- 
cember 27 he was found dead in the front 
apartment of his home, “07 Belefontaine 
road. He was bound and gagged. 
of horsehair, securely fastened to a stic 
about half an inch long, was jammed down 
his throat. 

The furniture in the room was 
topey-turvy. The windows were

The remarkable feature of the case was 
the utter lack of information as to anyone 
being seen entering the house. The neigh- 
bore heard and saw no one around the 
premises during the afternoon.

later. Mra. Galinsky, mpppriator of a sec- 
ond-hand store, had read an account of the 
murder in the newspapers. She noted par- 
ticularly that all the booty obtained from 
Weinand’s premises was a suit of cloth.ng 
and an old gilver watch, On the morning 
folowing thé murder she recalled that a 
strange man had called at her p-ace and 
sold her an old coat and vest. She at once 
notified Chief Desmond. 

Investigation revealed that the seller 
was Thomas Moore, who declared he had 
bought the goods from William ODOFSS, 
alas “Dublin.” The clothes were those 0 
Jacob We nand. 

Roberts was arrested, and within 24 hours 
he had confessed his part in the Weinand 
tragedy. At the same time he implicated 
Murphy and Nolan. They were captured 
at Nolan's home in St. Louls County. 

The most important witness examined 
Tuesday was Henry Maver, a barkeepei 
for Gus Bierman, who owns a saloon at 
Sixth and Biddle streets. He testified as 
follows: 

“About 16 o'clock of the night Weinane 
was killed [ saw Murphy, Nolan and Duop- 
lin enter thé saloon. I had seen them in 
conference several times that day. I knew 
all three well, as they were customers. 

“"Dublin’ askxd me for a paper. He 
said he watited to wrap up some clothes. 
I gave it to him, and with h's companions 
he sipped behind the ice box.’ 

Other witnesses were Gus Bierman and 
Mrs. Galinsky. Their testimony,was un- 
important.

The President's Omaha speech was a model of patriotism, 
good sense and good taste. ° 

The causes, conduct and consequences of the war are con- 
cisely reviewed in a generous spirit of non-partisanship. The 
President worthily speaks the national mind, voicing the will 
of the whole people. 

It is very evident that he feels the great responsibility laid 
at the door of the American nation so suddenly and so unex- 
pectedly. He does not claim any fixed policy. His mind seems 
not to be made up, but there is a true ring of modest confi- 
dence in the future, very reassuring to those who have feared 
an infirmity of purpose in the national councils. 

The closing words of the speech deserve to be quoted and 
remembered: 

Right action follows right purpose. We may not at all times 
be able to divine the future; the way may not always seem clear; 
but if our aims are high and unselfish. somehow and in some 
way the right end will be reached. The genius of the nation, 
its freedom, its wisdom, its humanity, 
favored by Divine Providence, will make it equal to every task 
and the master of every emergency. 


This is on a high plane and we belHeve it ts a faithful reflec- 
tion of national conviction. — 

To get the $95 yearly old-age pension of New Zealand one 
must be more than 65 years old, and must prove 10 years of 
exemplary conduct.

Al communication 
on the border will also be prohibited until 
further notice. : 

State Health Officer W. F. Blunt has filed 
affidavit with Gov. Culberson, stating that 
the appropriation made by the Leg siature 
for running the Health Department w.ll 
have been exhausted by Nov. 1, and that 
the estimated deficit for this year will not 
be less than $7500. This deficit wil be 
greatly increased should yellow fever be- 
come epidemic in Texas. : 

Texas is the only Southern ‘State that 
doé@s not rece ve financial assistance from 
the United States Marine Hospital service. 
The service gives annually $35,000 to the 
State of Louisiana.

LEECH LAKE INDIANS WILL DE- 
CIDE UPON THIIR FUTURE 
SOURSE TO-DAY. 


GEN. BACON’S PLANS LAID. 


Will Make a Wintrr Campaign if the 
Reds Do Not Yield and Starve 
Them Out. 


WALKER, Minn., Oct. 13.—Matters are 
rapidly moving to a climax and the ques- 
tion of peace or war will: probably be 
definitely settled within 48 hours. To-day 
the Indians are holding a powwow in 
the woods back of the Leech Lake Agency, 
at which it is expected they will decide 
whether or not to give up the men wanted 
by Marshal O'Connor. Upon this hangs 
the issue of the whole matter. Their de- 
cision will be communicated to another 
conference with the Government /officials 
at the agency to-morrow. 

If they refuse unrelenting war will be 
waged by Gen. Bacon, who is getting very 
tired of the powwows, but who, neverthe- 
less, is leaving the present conduct of af- 
fairs entirely to Commissioner Jones. To 
whip the rebels into subjection or to anni- 
hilate them will be no easy task even to an 
Indian fighter of Gen. Bacon's resources 
and experience. The hostiles are weil 
armed, they are dead shots and they know 
every inch of a very difficult country. 

Experienced cruisers declare that not 
enough troops can be landed in Walker to 
capture the hostiles. The dense jungle ol! 
the woods is penetrated by trails known 
only to the indiana. who would be able to 
use them for ambush and escape. The only 
feasible plan seems to be to wait till the 
water courses freeze over and then make a 
winter campaign w.th hunger and famine 
as allies. Gen. Bacon has made his plans 
for the campaign that aay be necessary 
very carefully, and while he realizes the 
obstacles in the way, he is confident they 
are not insurmountable.

THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


Rapid Increase of the Power of United 
States Fleet. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The remarkable 
rapidity with which the naval power of 
the United States is being increased at 
the present time may be realized when it 
is stated that 55 war vessels are now under 
contract for the Government and that their 
aggregate tonnage far exceeds that of the 
vessels building at any one time in the 
Civil! War. This vast construction pro- 


gramme, which has excited more attention 
abroad than at home, has been authorized 
gradually by Congress until the vessels 
600n to oe completed will place the United 
States third in rank among the sea powers. 
In addition to the enormous fleet, including 
auxillaries. actually in commission at the 
present time. 2% vessels are in various 
Stages of re adinese and the shipbulilders are 
hurriedly gathering the material for 3% 
Others. Of the 55 vessels, eight are first 
heavily armored sea-going battleships, 33 
are torpedo boats, four are monitors and 
one is a@ powerful cruiser.
